The reported cancellation by soviet 
Russia of millions of dollars’ worth 
of contracts with American firms to­ 
day threw the Russian question into 
the front rank of problems facing 
Harding. 
Hoover Backs Plan 
H erbert Hoover, Nicholas Murray 
Butler and others who were in Ma­ 
rion recently, urged upon Harding 
the necessity of opening up the lat­ 
ent wealth of Russia. Until this is 
done, they 
declare, the

States will continue. 
Harding, however, has no sym­ 
pathy with the soviet government, it 
is said, and is opposed to doing any­ 
thing which would extend its power.

D’Annunzio Forces Preparing 
for Last Stand as Block­ 
ade Tightens 


R O M E, Dec. 28.— Wreathed in 
smoke from burning forests and 
exploding 
mines, 
Flume 
today 
neared surrender to Italian sol­ 
diers. 
At 10 o'clock this morning 
regular troops had drawn a tight 
line around three 
sides of the

Cranston, Mitchell See No 
Harm In Women Taking 
up Mitt Sport 


That the m anly a rt of boxing may 
soon become the womanly a rt as well, 
and th at the M arquis of Q ueensbury 
may soon become as well known for 
his rules of sportsm anship among 
girls as he Is among boys, is today, 
in view of a definite attem pt to es­ 
tablish boxing as a girl’s sport In 
the East, considered a definite pos­ 
sibility. 
The m atter was recently brought 
up and advocated by m em bers of 
the board of education in Chicago, 
where boxing for women has been 
officially sanctioned in the schools 
both for exercise, as 
well 
as 
for 
sport. 
Many educational authorities are 
advocating boxing by 
women, 
not 
alone for the physical and m uscular 
developm ent which boxing is noted 
for developing, but also with a view 
to educating women in the noble art 
of self-defense. 
That boxing for girls in the Santa 
Ana schools in not only prohibited, 
but probably looked upon with favor, 
was indicated today by City Super­ 
intendent of Schools J. A. Cranston. 
Let ’Em Box! 
"If the girls wish to box, they may 
do so," said Cranston. 
“There is no 
rule against it in the schools. 
As a 
m atter of fact the girls would prob­ 
ably find it a very* Interesting form 
of athletics. 
I can see no reason 
why there should be any objection to 
women taking up the sport if they 
care to.’’ 
Regarding the objections put for­ 
ward by Mrs. Susan M. Dorsey, city 
superintendent of schools of Los An­ 
geles, the -tenor of which objection 
was th at the 
word “boxing” 
sug­

This season’s catch, last season's 
catch and the season’s before that— 
a monster portion of them—are still 
Piled, tier upon tier and tier upon 
tier, and there is no demand for any 
of it, although offered at prices less 
than cost. 
Packers’ fortunes are on the verge 
of collapse. 
The great salmon fishing and pack­ 
ing industry—a $150,000,000 business 
—is facing a crash. 
Why? 
To answer this question, 
the Pa­ 
cific Salmon Fisheries’ Association 
has 
just 
completed a far-reaching 
survey of m arket conditions in sixty 
cities of the United States. 
The result will be three-fold: 
1—A reduction 
in 
the price of 
canned salmon. 
2—Education 
of 
the 
American 
housewife in the many uses of sal­ 
mon for the table. 
3—A renewed demand for salmon 
throughout the country. 
To thousands of merchants in the 
sixty cities surveyed, questionnaires 
were sent to probe the salmon m ar­ 
ket. 
It was found that there were three 
reafons why there was no demand 
tor salmon: 
1—The price wa? too high. 
2—There was an immensely stint- 
r.latcd demand for widely advertised 
canned meats. 
3—There was criticism of the qual­ 
ity of pink and chum salmon. 
One of the largest grocery con­ 
cerns in Rochester, N. Y., said, in an­ 
swering the questionnaire, that peo­ 
ple were uneducated in the uses of 
chum salmon and looked upon it only 
as cat food. 
Sim ilar criticism came 
from every part of the country. 
At a meeting of the Pacific Salmon 
Fisheries’ Association here, at which 
a monster advertising fund was sub­ 
scribed, it was pointed out that while 
practically 
every 
other Northwest 
product had been advertised to the 
world, salmon was not, 
except ad­ 
versely- 
It was added that pink and chum 
salmon are hot weather foods of in­ 
com parable value 
for 
salads and 
countless other dish es, with the add­ 
ed advantage of being cheaper than 
red or sockeye salmon because much 
more plentiful? 
It was shown that the consump­ 
tion of salmon must 
be 
increased 
three times what' it Is in order to 
move this year what is already on 
hand to m ake room for the canning 
of next season’s catch. 
A national advertising campaign to 
teach the housewife the uses of pink 
and chum salmon by means of news­ 
papers and billboards, were financed 
and is to begin before Lent, Tx-nt 
being one of the seasons when the 
demand 
for 
.salmon is, 
generally 
speaking, good.
